J E R U SA LEM. (JP) — Britain 
struck with an iron fist today to 
crush a new wave of terrorism in 
the Holy Land. In a sweeping 
offensive mandate authorities out¬ 
lawed the Arab higher committee 
and stated rounding up its influ¬ 
ential members. 

With telephone communication 
from the city suspended and roads 
heavily guarded, police carried out 
their large scale operations before 
dawn. 

Silently they .surrounded houses 
of Arab leaders and searched them 
one after the other. Dr. Hussein 
Khalidi, mayor of Jeru.salem, and 
Fuad Saba, secretary of the higher 
committee, were reported to have 
been seized and taken aboard the 
British cruiser Sussex at Haifa. 
MUFTI FLEES 

The grand mufti of Jerusalem, 
head of the higher committee, was 
deprived of his office and rumor 
was he had been arrested. There 
was a report in Cairo, Egypt, that 
the mufti had gled to the Mosque 
of Omar and defied authorities to 
enter and arre.st him. The mana¬ 
ger of an Arabian bank was taken 
into custody. 

Leaders caught in the police 
dragnet may be deported to Perim 
Island in the Red Sea. 

Terrorism in this trouble-riven 
land, sacred alik”. to Jews, Chris¬ 
tians and Ara"^* reached one of Its 
most ferocious climax(!.s last Sun¬ 
day when the British commission¬ 
er of Galilee, Lewis Andrews and 
his bodyguard Peter McEwan, 
were assa.ssinated at Nazareth. 

All of Palestine’s land frontiers 
were guarded and large troop de¬ 
tachments were on duty at Allenby 
bridge and other crossings over 
the River Jordan. 

FIGHT OVER PLAN 

Major General A. P. WavcII was 
in command of the seven battal¬ 
ions of Briti.sh troops and other 
land and air forces in Palestine. 

The swift British action to sup¬ 
press disorders climaxed four 
months of terrorism and assassina¬ 
tions in which the British proposal 
to partition the Holy Land into 
separate Jewish and Arab states 
and a third part remaining under 
British mandate, injected new 
strife. 

It followed quickly on the Brit¬ 
ish rejection of Arab demands for 
the release of 200 prisoners seized 
in connection with the slayings at 
Nazareth. 

The action taken against the 
mufti deprived him of the presti- 
dency of the supreme Moslem 
council, the higher committee 
which administers Moslem reli¬ 
gious affairs.

SAN BERNARDINO. fiPi—Two 
workmen, killed when a skip 
plunged 400 feet down the shaft 
of the Emerson gold mine, were 
Identified today by the coroner as 
William E. Hill, 37, of Sierra 
Madre, and Leonard Osborne, 50, 
of Glendale. 


All-time records for postal re¬ 
ceipts in Santa Ana were smashed 
today. 

Steady gains throughout the 
first nine months of the year have 
resulted in an increase of SIO,- 
753.72 in postal receipts over the 
same period last year, it was an¬ 
nounced by Postmaster Frank R. 
Harwood. 

A temporary slack in Santa 
Ana's 1937 building boom, mean¬ 
while, was shown in Building In¬ 
spector H. O. Rasmussen's Sep¬ 
tember report, which showed total 
building barely missed the $100,- 
000 mark for the month. 

Receipts for the first nine 
months of this year totaled $130,- 
376, as compared with $119,622.28 
during the same period last year. 
QUARTERLY GAIN 

Gains for the September quar¬ 
ter also were gp'eat. In 1936 the 
quarterly total was $41,028.90, 
while this year it amounted to 
$45,013.12. or a gain of $3,984.22. 

The month of September which 
just ended was the greatest in 
the history of the post office, Har¬ 
wood said. The total for Septem¬ 
ber of this year was $14,749.02, 
as compared with $13,481.92 in 
September, 1936. This is a gain 
of $1267.10. 

Notable for produci-ig P-e final 
push that sent Santa Ana building 
figures over the million-dollar 
mark, September construction jobs 
amounted to $99,142, according to 
Rasmussen’s report. 

ISl PERMITS 

Construction for the first nine 
months of 1937 totaled $1,019,771, 
more than $150,000 ahead of the 
.Sept. 30 figure of $861,005 a year 
ago. 

Permits numbered 131 last 
month, sending the total for the 
year to date to 930. Eleven Sep¬ 
tember permits were for residences 
valued at $49,500, 75 were reroot- 
Ing jobs totaling $10,389 and 25 
were alterations and repairs in 
residences amounting to $7058. 
BOOM LAST YEAR 

La.Ht month's building figures 
were $40,000 below the correspond¬ 
ing figure for 1936. Two school 
permits and a boom in residence 
building a year ago had swelled 
that month’s total to $139,044. 

Residence construction jobs so I 
far this year have been valued at 
$.583,185, Rasmussen’s figures 
showed. 

Besides the building permits is¬ 
sued last month, 92 plumbing per¬ 
mits totaling $16,549 were granted.

Justice Black, some officials 
said, probably will minimize the 
klan issue, will defend President 
Roosevelt and will claim that al¬ 
legations against him are part of 
the fight again the President and 
the New Deal. 

The new justice apparently was 
making the most careful prepara¬ 
tion of his talk and remained at 
the home of a relative near Alex¬ 
andria, Va.

Foreigners Told to 
Evacuate Nanking 


TOKYO. (Special)—Japan 
today defied the entire world. 

In a major statement of 
policy, Tokyo officials today 
said they would brook no in¬ 
terference 'in China and 
would pursue their course “to 
the bitter end.” 

The statement constituted 
a blanket reply not only to 
protests of governments 
against Japanese killing of 
noncombatants but a rejec¬ 
tion in advance of any pos¬ 
sible agreement by other 
countries. 

Rear Admiral Edward J. Mar- 
quart, commander of the United 
States Yangtze river patrol, or¬ 
dered the patrol ship Guam to 
Wuhu, 30 miles up the river, to 
give officers and sailors a chance 
for shore leave after their weeks 
on continuous confinement aboard 
ship off Nanking’s bund. 

BITTER BATTLE

It was learned that Bishop 
Leonard called the Rev. Mr. Ras¬ 
mus back to Buffalo to offer him 
the pastorate In that city. It la 
not yet known definitely whether 
or not he will accept, but observ¬ 
ers felt that he would because it is 
a larger pulpit. 

Dr. Warmer spoke in Santa Ana 
last night, his first public speaking 
engagement since he moved to Riv¬ 
erside a few months ago. He now 
is pastor of the Riverside M. E. 
church.

parently centered their attention 
on points down river. 

On the northern fringes of 
Shanghai a bitter battle for the 
Chinese Chapei section raged into 
its fourth day, with the Chinese 
defenders holding their lines. 

Throughout the night Japanese 
artillery pounded the Chapel sector 
and the North Station. Foreign¬ 
ers crowding the roofs of office 
buildings along the Soochow creek, 
the settlement’s northern boun¬ 
dary, were provided with an al¬ 
most continuous spectacle of Jap¬ 
anese planes roaring overhead and 
bombing an extensive area just a 
quarter-mile away. 

•BIG PI SH’ HALTED 

Japane.se admitted their “big 
push’’ had been halted along al¬ 
most the whole length of the 25- 
mile front stretching northwest 
from the North Station. 

In North China, however, a 
spokesman declared, Japanese 
forces had occupied Shohsien, stra¬ 
tegic point on the inner Great Wall 
in Shansi province, and were push¬ 
ing to the south against Tai- 
quanfu, the capital of the province. 

Mayor O. K. Yui of Greater 
Shanghai described the continuous 
rain of shells on the Chinese posi¬ 
tions in Chapei as “like pouring 
water on a duck’s back.” 

“When the bombardment be¬ 
gins,” the Chinese mayor said, 
“our soldiers just retire to their 
underground burrows like moles 
and stay there playing Mah Jong 
or shaking dice until the shelling 
ceases. Then they jump up again 
like ferrets and attack the oncom¬ 
ing Japanese infantry with rifles, 
swords and machine guns until the 
enemy retires.”

SHANGHAI. (JPi— Sharp con¬ 
demnation of Japanese bombing of 
Hankow and'the Hankow-Canton 
railway on Sept. 25 came today 
from Rear Admiral Harry Yamell, 
commander of the United States 
Asiatic fleet. 

A Japanese spokesman had said 
the Japanese navy was informed 
by United States Ambassador Nel¬ 
son T. Johnson that all Americans 
and other foreigners had been 
evacuated from Hankow and sur¬ 
rounding territory by noon of Sept. 
26. 

This Admiral Yamell flatly de¬ 
nied, saying Ambassador Johnson 
Issued no such information, but 
instead told the Japanese that for¬ 
eigners would be evacuated from 
Hankow and the surrounding vi¬ 
cinity after Sept. 26.

WELFARE Aa 
AS NEW BOON 

Sheppard Denies He'll 
Replace Townsend 

Congressman Harry R. Shep¬ 
pard has no ambitions to succeed 
Dr. Townsend aa head of the na¬ 
tional Townsend plan movement. 
Neither has he a desire to be the 
leader of the General Welfare 
program. But he has supported 
and will continue to support HR 
4199, the General Welfare act. 

He made these facts clear at a 
meeting last night In the high 
school auditorium, when he and 
Dr. George A.' Warmer appeared 
on the speaking program. Dr. 
Warmer told the group that he Is 
convinced that the General Wel¬ 
fare act will revise itself until it 
will give people a fuller life with 
more security than ever has been 
known under the stars and stripes. 
BACK SEAT DRIVERS 

Dr. Warmer traced progressive 
economic movements in years 
since 1900, and predicted that an 
alignment of farm and labor 
forces will be the "back seat driv¬ 
ers” in the American economic 
setup, and that they will work to¬ 
gether for the common good. He 
warned his listeners against abuse 
of power, and said that it will not 
be the “economic royalists” who 
will run the country if progress 
continues as it has since Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt was elected. 

"The Christian life,” he said, "is 
the only adequate way of life. We 
have no hope until the mad scram¬ 
ble for profits Is through and un¬ 
til each man gets an adequate 
return for energy expended. We 
make social progress under social 
pressure. I hope prosperity does 
not come too fast, because that 
would destroy the strength of the 
present movement toward a bal¬ 
ance of power.” 

BALANCE OF POWER 

Dr. Warmer pointed out that 
labor unions were making good 
progress toward a balance of pov» 
er until 1913, when producers 
raised wages to a point where It 
destroyed the need for organized 
labor to a marked degree. He 
said he hopes this will not occur 
again. 

Sheppard said he had split with 
Dr. Townsend because he did not 
like the doctor’s political philoso¬ 
phy. In strong language, he as¬ 
sured his listeners that he will 
continue to support the pension 
plan legislation, which embraces 
a two per cent transaction tax. 
SCORES REPORTER 

Sheppard spoke straight from 
the shoulder. Before he got un¬ 
der way, he had scored a local 
newspaperman for allegedly mis¬ 
quoting him, and had offered to 
excuse anybody present who did 
not like the truth and with whom 
he could not agree. He empha¬ 
sized that he was not here to 
apologize and said that he "may 
be a rebel,” but certainly was not 
a traitor to the pension plan 
cause. The crowd applauded him. 

Congressman Sheppard was in¬ 
troduced by County School Su¬ 
perintendent Ray Adkinson, and 
Dr. Warmer was presented by 
Councilman Ernest H. Layton, 
who also extended greetings for 
the city. Frank Kendall, presi¬ 
dent of the Santa Ana Welfare 
Act post, presided and H. K. 
Kenny acted as master of cere¬ 
monies. Blessing was asked by 
the Rev. S. L. WInprt of San 
Bernardino, and music was sup¬ 
plied by the Hurd-Lentz or¬ 
chestra. 

New WPA Setup 
Is Planned 

WASHINGTON. OP)— Secretary 
Ickes announced today the field 
organizations of the Public Works 
Administration would be shifted 
Nov. 1 from a state to a regional 
basis “to achieve economies.” 

Ickes, PWA administrator, did 
nota nnounce details of the new 
regional setup, but said It would 
be patterned after the ‘’natural 
geographical subdivisions of the 
nation frequently proposed by the 
national resources committee and 
embraced in pending conservation 
legislation.” 

Stamp Purchase 
Wins Man $1000 

VANCOUVER, B. C. (American 
Wire)—It was a lucky day for Q. 
P. Bainbrldge when. In the course 
of business, he bought a sheet of 
5-cent postage stamps from the 
postoffice. It was still more lucky 
that he happened to notice that 
the sheet was perforated horizon¬ 
tally, but not vertically. 

Today he has a check for $1000, 
given him by an unnamed Cana¬ 
dian buyer for the rare error. 
Only three other similar sheets are 
known.

IMPORTANCE 

EXPLAINED 


Final approval of amendments 
to the Pacific coast walnut mar¬ 
keting agreement has been given 
by Secretary of Agriculture, Henry 
A. Wallace, it was announced to¬ 
day by the farm advisor’s office. 
Orders Issued by Secretary Wal¬ 
lace placing these amendments in 
effect included establishing 65 per 
cent as the salable percentage of 
the merchantable crop for the cur¬ 
rent marketing year, which began 
Sept, 1. 1937. 

Setting 65 per cent as the sal¬ 
able percentage means that 35 per 
cent of the tonnage produced this 
year will be handled outside nor¬ 
mal trade channels for unshelled 
walnuts. The Walnut Control 
board, with headquarters in Los 
Angeles, recommended that these 
percentages be established. 

SIZE OF CROP 

The 35 per cent reserve of the 
merchantable supply this season 
was based on economic facts about 
the size of this season’s walnut 
crop in California, Oregon and 
Washington, and the probable do¬ 
mestic consumption. These facts 
were developed at a hearing on the 
amendments held Aug. 23 in 
Berkeley. The crop is estimated 
to be In excess of a million bags 
of merchantable walnuts, by far 
the largest ever produced. The,35 
per cent reserve, amounting to 
about 350,000 bags, will be sold 
in the export market or shelled 
for domestic sales. 

Increased sales by additional ad¬ 
vertising and trade promotional 
work, coupled with adequate re¬ 
duction of domestic prices to 
stimulate consumers’ demand for 
unshelled walnuts has been pledged 
by the industry. Even with this 
effort on the part of the industry, 
the Walnut Control board has indi¬ 
cated there may be a large carry¬ 
over at the season’s close. 
IMPORT THREAT 

“Although shelled walnuts com¬ 
pete with the unshelled, it has 
been found that if we do not pro¬ 
duce our own shelled walnuts, 
other nations, especially France, 
ship them in,” said Farm Advisor 
Harold Wahlberg. “Such importa¬ 
tion of shelled walnuts has been, 
greatly reduced during the past 
few years by the shelling diversion 
program carried on by the walnut 
Industry. Imports of shelled wal¬ 
nuts were about 23,000,000 pounds 
in 1925, and in 1936 they had 
dropped to less than 5,000,000 
pounds. 

“As for unshelled walnuts, the 
tremendous growth of the walnut 
Industry on the Pacific Coast has 
vastly reduced their importation. 
In 1921 about 38,000,000 pounds 
of unshelled walnuts were import¬ 
ed by the United States. Last year 
less than 75,000 pounds were im¬ 
ported. This shows that the 
growth of the Industry has prac¬ 
tically ended the need for import¬ 
ing foreign unshelled walnuts. But 
at the same time, the Industry has

Trees That Always 
Produce Promised 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (Ameri¬ 
can Wire)—Fruit trees that pro¬ 
duce regular crops regardless of 
the previous winter weather will 
be assured through an invention 
of Daniel Sorber and Marston 
Kimball, California researchers of 
the U. S. department of agricul¬ 
ture, according to the patent pa¬ 
pers just issued. 

The process used by the inven¬ 
tors to stimulate growth and pro¬ 
duce uniformity consists of enclos¬ 
ing each tree, about two weeks be¬ 
fore blooming time, in a gas-tight 
tent and filling it with butylene, a 
common hydrocarbon gas. The 
temperature is kept between 60 
and 100 degrees F. for the two 
hours required for the treatment. 
Only one gassing is necessary for 
each tree.

I Even Cherry Pits 
To Be Regulated 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (Ameri¬ 
can Wire.)—Uncle Sam as stepped 
in to protect the cherry pie lover 
from the disappointment of ruin¬ 
ing his teeth on a pit instead of 
rolling his tongue on a soft cherry. 

Government standards for 
canned fruit which go into effect 
Oct. 10 provide that only cherries 
in which there is not more than 
one pit to every 20 ounces will be 
regarded as standard quality. 
Cherries with more than one pit 
to 20 ounces may still be marketed 
if labeled “partly pitted.”

Workers May Earn 
More Than With SRA 

Self-help cooperatives need help. 
’The help they need is man-power. 
And it is the first time In history 
that such au appeal has been made 
in Orange cxinty! 

For instance, Santa Ana Unit 
No. 15, located at 519 North Ar- 
tesia street, needs 10 men right 
away to help man projects. And 
the jobs offered are nothing to be 
sneezed at, either. 

Manager R. S. Shepherd of the 
cooperative unit told The Journal 
that the 10 men needed can earn 
15 per cent more per month by 
working with the cooperatives 
than they can get on the SRA 
rolls. This is besides a coopera¬ 
tive bonus which Shepherd .says 
will net each of the 10 men from 
$400 to $500 in cash when the har¬ 
vest is over in three or four 
months from now. 

The regular income of the men 
ji the cooperatives is supplied 
partly in groceries and partly in 
ca.sh, and it is 15 per cent more 
than available on SRA budgets. 

So much work in the walnuts, 
beans and other crops has made 
the cooperatives short-handed, be¬ 
sides a ruling made a few months 
ago which prohibits anyone from 
joining a cooperative unless they 
arc eligible for relief. 

The Santa Ana unit expects to 
make a big profit from its olive 
oil processing, be.sides its cannery 
work and agricultural activities. 
The unit is growing tomatoes and 
potatoes now, and soon will put in 
many acres of cabbage. The cab¬ 
bage is expected to be particularly 
profitable. 

Shepherd said that nearly all the 
self-help units in the county are 
short of help at this time.

Despite the impressive total, 
Taylor claims deliberate evasions 
are relatively few. Most of the 
real attempts to defraud the gov¬ 
ernment are on a grand scale, 
however one came to $6000, and 
there have been several others al- 
mo.st as high.

('hiseling—big and little—and 
unintentional mistakes keep six 
county sales tax auditors busy 
the year around. "They will have 
conducted about 1500 audits by 
the end of 1937.

Here’s something you may not 
have known: Clgarets and liquor 
are subject to the sales tax. Lots

—until an auditor brings it to 
their attention.

Studios spend about $30,000,000 
on hell-for-leather cowboy pic¬ 
tures, €xclu.sive of the so-called 
"super-westerns,” and several 
thousand persons make their liv¬ 
ing almost exclusively by working 
in and on these thrillers. The an¬ 
nual payroll for riders and stunt 
men alone runs above a million, 
while horses earn a quarter of that 
amount.

Ex-cowboys and rodeo perform¬ 
ers and old-time movie western¬ 
ers received $11.25 a day while 
working and many average around 
$1500 a year. There are 800 ordi¬ 
nary riding horses, earning their 
owners about $250 a year each, 
i while trained horses bring more.

The people who make money 
from "western” production are not 
confined to Hollywood. At Kern- 
ville, location where about a third 
of the westerns are made, the town 
has built a western-street set, for 
rent to any troupe. And many of 
the riders live there, or at Big 
Bear or Lone Pine. 

Charles Barton, making a name 
for his "westerns,’' sums up their 
popularity thus; 

"Everyone likes a good fight. 
Most people like to see a good 
horse run. The romantic ideal of 
a dashing hero and a damsel in 
distress is as old as the human 
race.

Various estimates from 10,000 to 
30,000 in attendance at the Town- 
8 e n d Constitutional celebration 
picnic at which Dr. Francis E. 
Townsend and wife were the fea¬ 
tured personalities are being made 
by those from Orange county who 
attended. But everybody seems 
agreed that the affair was the 
biggest in point of interest and 
enthusiasm that has occurred In 
Townsend circles of late. Dr. 
Townsend was given ovations at 
both his appearances as speaker 
during the afternoon and evening 
programs and a similar thing oc¬ 
curred when the Dr. and Mrs. 
Townsend appeared on the ball¬ 
room floor in colonial costumes. 

Enthusiasm registered at high 
peak during the entire day and 
night and the largeness of crowd 
taxed the food concessions on the 
grounds beyond their ability. One 
party reported to the writer that 
70 men were empioyed contin¬ 
uously from morning until late at 
night just in making sandwiches. 

The speeches made by the doc¬ 
tor were straight from the shoul¬ 
der punches which demonstrated 
his spirit undaunted. He related 
the true happenings in the Chicago 
office some time ago when J. W. 
Brinton and others in the national 
organization’s employ resigned in 
a body. He told of the failure of 
the move to destroy the Townsend 
organization and how that now 
the interest and support being 
given the Chicago office and him¬ 
self were greater than before.

will be very pleasing news to his 
Orange county followers.

Increases Will Cost 
State $152,000 Yearly 

SACRAMENTO. W)—State Di¬ 
rector of Finance Stockburger has 
approved salary increases effect¬ 
ive Oct. 1 for 1750 employes of 
the state department of institu¬ 
tions. 

Carl E. Applegate, deputy di¬ 
rector, said authorization has been 
given for adoption of salary in¬ 
crease plan submitted by the de¬ 
partment which affects about half 
of its employes. 

Applegate said the increases will 
amount to $152,000 annually and 
will be financed from the depart¬ 
ment’s budget. 

The largest group of employes 
to share in the boost will be those 
now receiving less than $100 per 
month. A total of 845 employes 
in this bracket will get $5 per 
month more, while 703 employes 
now being paid between $105 and 
$150 per month will get boosts 
ranging from $5 to $10. 

Pay boosts will be enjoyed by 
152 persons now drawing between 
$150 and $200 while 56 getting be¬ 
tween $200 and $240 also are slat¬ 
ed for increa.ses.

walk Tire and Rubber Co. 

After rejecting the bids. Secre¬

Many of them will go to Komso- 
molsk on the Amur river, a great 
field for husband-hunting girls, 
since five-sixths of the 60,000 pop¬ 
ulation consists of men.

This man Black ... is 51 years 
old, a teetotaler, a Baptist, 
Shrlner, Odd Fellow and Knight 
of Pythias. 

Washington book-store owners 
know him as an habitual browser, 
a man with an eye for good edi¬ 
tions of the classics, chiefly Eng¬ 
lish, which he loves to collect. 

He was bom on a farm in Clay 
county, Alabama, in 1886. His 
full name is Hugo Lafayette Black. 

His story, until the storm broke 
over his appointment to the su¬ 
preme court, follows the tradi¬ 
tional patterns of the American 
success story. 

FOUGHT CORPORATIONS 

He picked cotton, worked be¬ 
hind the counter in his father’s 
general store, attended the local 
grade schools. When other boys 
were playing ball or starting out 
on fishing trips, he stayed behind 
to sit in the courthouse at Ash¬ 
land. The talk of lawyers fasci¬ 
nated him, and it was at this pe¬ 
riod that he decided to study law. 
Left an orphan, he worked his way 
through the University of Ala¬ 
bama to a law degree in 1906. 

Five feet nine, with a keen look 
to his face, he returned to Ash¬ 
land and hung out his shingle. A 
few months later fire destroyed 
his office—books, records and all. 

He set out for Birmingham with 
$10 in his pocket. Again he 
started a law practice. Soon he 
bad the reputation of being an 
anti-corporation lawyer, a man 
who championed the underdog in 
legal suits. He also represented 
some labor unions, which made 
up financially for the ctises he 
took on for nothing.

In 1921 he married Josephine 
Foster of Birmingham. They have

"courageous defiance of concen¬ 
trated wealth.” 

A year later he assailed the 
"$5,000,000 power lobby” in Wash¬ 
ington, and as chairman of the 
senate committee investigating the 
utilities lobby became a nation¬ 
ally-known figure when he sub¬ 
poenaed all telegrams sent or re¬ 
ceived by individuals or companies 
alleged to be lobbying. 

In January, 1937, he asked a 
curb on lower federal courts, offer¬ 
ing a bill for prompt supreme 
court hearings in injunction ap¬ 
plications seeking to prevent en¬ 
forcement of federal statutes.

After his appointment to the 
supreme court by President Roose¬ 
velt he told a friend: "Becoming 
a judge shouldn’t be allowed to 
change a sane man’s life in any 
way except when it comes to 
irresponsible opinions.”

Under Roose¬ 
velt, his resolution passed, after 
being amended to include air¬ 
mail subsidies. He became chair¬ 
man of the committee. In June, 
1930, while Hoover waa still Pres¬ 
ident, Black attacked the admin¬ 
istration for not disposing of the 
Muscle Shoals problem, charging 
the government was losing $4,- 
000,000 a year by inaction. 

WANTS POLICED CAPITALISM 

A loyal Democrat, the same 
year he broke with his colleague, 
Tom Heflin, for bolting the party 
in 1928, when Al Smith waa the 
standard bearer. 

Outspoken in his criticism, he 
laid down a barrage against the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff act and the 
Hoover administration itself, and 
in 1931 challenged the accuracy 
of former President Coolidge who 
had declared there was a "super¬ 
fluity” of nitrates and that Muscle 
Shoals wasn’t necessary. 

He believes in government own¬ 
ership of power projects, and in 
capitalism with the government as 
"policeman.” 

"You can’t get far with revolu¬ 
tion," he holds. "The best system 
must always be worked out by 
evolutionary process.”

Senator Heflin of Alabama bolted 
the party rather than support 
Smith, but Black gave his views 
in four words: "I am a Demo¬ 
crat.” He took little part in the 
campaign. 

CRraCIZED VOIDING OF AAA 

Achieving the reputation of a 
hard worker, he found himself 
holding down senate posts that 
meant more work than glory— 
chairman of the education and 
labor committee, and the commit¬ 
tee on claims. He bitterly at¬ 
tacked the Hoover administration 
for the 1932 eviction of the bonus 
army from the capital. 

It was "unjustified either in 
fact or law,” he said. Although he 
voted against 3.2 beer, he was 
for the submission of the repeal 
amendment to the states. 

A devoted supporter of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt and his New Deal 
program, he criticized the su¬ 
preme court, saying after the 
AAA decision: "120,000,000 are 
ruled by five men.” 

In 1933, his measure proposing 
a 30-hour work week, to aid em¬ 
ployment, passed the senate, but 
got nowhere in the house.

He defended annulment of air 
contracts in February, 1934, as a

Birmingham underwent a clean¬ 
up movement in 1915; Black ran 
for city flolicitor, a post like that 
of district attorney.

Dr. Raitt Raports on 
New System at Meet 

How the victim of fever are 
cured by piling on more fever was 
the paradoxical theme of Dr. G. 
Emmett Raitt, chief of staff, at 
the recent meeting of Santa Ana 
Valley hospital organization. 

Telling of 12 patients who had 
been subjected to artificial fevers 
in a new humlditherm cabinet, 
the hospital head reported excel¬ 
lent results in treatment of bron¬ 
chial asthma. Infectious arthritis 
especially of gonorrheal origin, 
neuro-syphilis and alcoholism. 

An artificial fever simply help* 
nature create a real fever with 
which to fight disease germs, he 
explained. 

When the man-made temperature 
reaches 104 degree* the patient 
undergoes a profuse elimination of 
toxin* through the skin, increased 
elimination through activation of 
bowels and kldneya increased 
liver and gall bladder activity, and 
increase in the basal metabolism 
of seven per cent per degree of 
fever, a doubling of the leucocyte 
count. Increased oxidation due to 
Increased oxygen content of the 
venous blood and Increased dis¬ 
tribution of drug* and medlcant* 
due to the boost In minute volume 
output of the heart, he explained. 

To bring on the artificial tem¬ 
perature, the doctor place* the 
sufferer on an ordinary hospital 
bed and rolls a big metal and rub¬ 
ber heater hood over both. 

The patient 1* then tightly 
sealed in the device by means of 
zipper fastenings, with only the 
head projecting. 

By surrounding the body with 
heat accompanied by vapor, the 
temperature is raised to 104 de¬ 
grees in about an hour. 

After treatment, the cooling-off 
process takes about four hours, ac¬ 
cording to the doctor.

GROCERS AFFECTED 

“Sales tax included" signs were 
universally replaced with “sales 
tax to be added" signs among 
merchants who lived up to the 
letter of the new law. 

Grocers were most generally 
affected by the new provision, 
since most of their articles are 
exempt and many of them had 
been in the habit /b^^bing 
the tax on the few products that 
were taxable.

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Kidnaping Is Unhealthy Business 

The kidnaping of rich and elderly Charles C. Ross 
of Chicago—the first major crime of its kind in nearly a 
year—should remind Americans that law, if vigorously 
enforced, can down its enemies. 

The Lindbergh kidnaping, thoroughly aroused this 
country. Sweeping aside all cavil about state s rights 
and acknowledging the reality that crime today is largely 
an interstate industry. Congress passed the Lindbergh 

law on June 22, 1932. . 

J. Edgar Hoover’s men thereupon set about their 
work in cooperation with local peace officers. Result. 
Out of 106 actual kidnapings investigated they have 
solved all but one—the Charles Mattson case in Tacoma, 
Wash., on Dec. 27 last. 

Mr. Hoover’s office announces that 233 persons have 
been convicted under that law; sentences aggregating 
3080 years are being served; 38 men are doing life; six 
received death sentences; five have committed suicide; 
six have been killed; six others murdered. 

Such a record for swift and certain legal justice 
should rebuke the lynching party in California that 
hanged two kidnaping suspects. It also argues for using 
the federal arm against the lynch evil as such. 

Thanks to realistic and energetic law enforcement, 
kidnaping is a vanishing crime in this country. 

The Ross kidnaping is the exception that proves this 
rule. No crime can flourish if the people pass effective 
laws and see that they have honest and vigilant enforce¬ 
ment. 

“Rich Man Kidnaped,” headline. Only a poor 
man is safe nowadays. Nobody loves him enough to 
carry him off.

Wall Street Protest 

The recent drop in the stock market has caused Wall 
Street to renew its protests against the government s at¬ 
tempt to regulate the exchange. The securities and ex¬ 
change commission is being blamed for recent inactivity 
in the market, and it is being charged that the federal re¬ 
serve board’s tight margin restrictions are keeping the 
public out of the market. 

With this last protest there is not apt to be a great 
deal of public sympathy. What happened just before the 
1929 crash is fairly good evidence that it doesn’t do the 
country a great deal of good to have too much of the pub¬ 
lic “in the market.” 

The stock market exists to provide a free market tor 
securities. It can exercise that function without enlisting 
the dollars of the little fellow. Gamblers may make fewer 
killings when the little fellow stays out, but otherwise it 
would seem that the country is just as well off. 

Maybe FDR has come West to see if the country 
has grown up with him.
